DEMOCRATIC CONFERENCE, 

PREPARING TO BACK DOWN. 

Special Dispatch td The Tribune. 
Wasninetor, D. C., May 2.—The House 
hrauch of the Joint Democratic Committee of 
Safety held an informal conference this after- 
noon. No conclusion was reached as to the 
plan to be suggested to the caucus, or when in 
fact the caucus should be held. The whole sub- 
ject, however, was. discussed at length, and 
from the interchange of views it was evident 
that the entire House branch of the Committee 
favor abandoning the contest uutil next winter 
as soon as the veto of the Legislative bill shall 
be received, and of passing a concurrent resolu- 
tion extending the appropriations of the Ex- 
ecutive, Judicial, and Legislative bill, 
and of the Army bill with conditions. These 
gonditions would, of course, cover the same 
covered by the political features of these 
two political Appropriation bills, and in the 
Legislative bill would provide that none of the 
money appropriated should be used for the 
payment of Supervisors or Deputy Marshals, to 
this extent repealing the laws--creating the per- 
manent fund from which the Supervisors are 
now paid. W to the Army bill, the condition 
would be that none of the appropriations for 
the use of the army should be used to pay for 
transportation of troops to the polls. The gen- 
eral drift of Democratic opinion is in this direc- 
tion, and it is almost certein that the Demo- 
cratic caucus will come to that conclusion. The 
point to be determined then will be, whether 

the Republicans will accept such resolutions. 
There was another extraordivary result of 
thisinformal conference. ‘The House branch of 
the Committee of Safety is said to have been 
unanimously of the opinion that Congress ought 
not to adjourn until the Warner Silver bill shall 
have passed the Senate, and be sent to the 
President. It is possible that the House Demo- 
cratic caucus Might agree to such proposition, 
but it is very doubtful whether the hard-money 
Democratic Senators could be forced even by 
caucus decree to vote for it, and if 
the subject should be brought up directly 
in the Senate without the intervention 
of caucas service, there is not much doubt 
that consideration of the bill would be post- 
poned until next winter. If, however, it is to 
be discussed in the Senate now there would be 
little prospect of adjournment before July 1. 
THE INFORMAL MEETING.

Wasainctos, D. C,, May 26.—The Demo- 
eratic Caucus Committee of the House held a 
conference this afternoon, and agreed to recom- 
mend that no further plans be decided upon by 
the majority until the Senate shall have disposed 
of the Warner Silver bill, which passed the 
House Saturday.

Wasnmorox, D. C., May 26.—Attention is 
being earnestly called to the fact that the sale 
of refunding certificates is working a very rapid 
contraction off the currency. During the past 
week New York City banks lost $5,866,000 of 
their legal-tenders. The surplus reserve has 


been reduced over $5,000,000; and is now only 4 


$5,259,000. Should this continue there would 
be great danger that the banks would be left 
with less than the reserve required by law. 
When the certificates shall all be taken up, as 
they will be in the course of this week or next, 
the contraction of the currency will have reached 
840,000,000, — a very considerabie percentage 
of the entire amount of the volume 
of legal-tender currency. These legal- 
tenders locked up in the Treasury 
under the present regulations will not come 
out until the call for bonds matured in July, 
especiaily as the Secretary of the Treasury has 
issued an order that the refunding certificates 
shall not be exchanged until July.

THE COUNTY BOARD. 


Among the communications read was one 
from P. J. Sexton, claiming compensation for 
the stoppage of work upon thedome.

DIBTING BRIDEWBLL PRISONERS. 

The Committee on City Relations reported 
that they had been unable to make a contract, 
as instructéd, to diet the prisoners in the Bride- 
well at 20 cents, the city demafding W. There- 
fore the Committee, believing that 20 cents was 
enough, recommended that the county send those 
prisoners now sent to the Bridewell to the 


County Jail. 

Mr. Boese objected to the report, while Brad- 
ley favored it. 

Fitzgerald thought the county had been im- 
posed upon by the city. He said that it didn’t 
cost the city more than 124g cents to diet the 
prisoners, and, because the county had estab- 
lished a precedent by paying 25 centa, the city 
would not now listen to the reasonable propo- 
sition or cents. The county, he 
said, had the Felton establish- 
ment some $12,000, and he d) 
would cusranctee that this sum had paid for the 
raw material used in feeding the Bridewell 
prisoners. The Commissioner remarked, with 
virtuous indignation, that he bad noticed what 
had been going on during the past week,—ho w 
the city authorities had been catch d of 
Commissioners’ cars and tugging at ir coat 
collars to get them to vote for the 25 cents a 
day,—and he (Pitz) didn’t think this sort of 
thing was right. He advocated the adoption of 
the t.

In the opinion of Mr. Wheeler, 15 cents per 
day was enough to pay the city, and he made an 
amendment to this effect. 

Indignantly Mr. Boese repudiated the insin- 
uation of Fitzgerald that he bad been button- 
holed by any of the city authorities. He simp! 
objected to the report after looking at the m 
ter from a common-sensé point of view. 

Bradley believed that if the price was low- 
ered arrests. would not be so numerous. The 
city was making money off the prisoners 
th h the present system. 

Mr. Wheeler’s opinion was indorsed by Mr. 
Wood. He thought 15 cents was ample. He was 
opposed to putting the Bridewell class of _pris- 
oners in the jail, idling away their time, and 
thought there should be no difficulty in making 
an arrangement witn the city. He advised the 
Committee to try again. 

Fitzgerald sarcastically repliea that perhaps 
the Committee hadn’t intellect enough to try 
and make an arrangement with the city, and 
recommended Commissioner Wood to go before 
the Bridewell Committee and it himself. 
The Committee on City Rela said the 
speaker, had tried to do so, but the whole mat- 
ter lay in aputshell.”” Felton, that — — 
tion from B was trying to run the e- 
well at the expense of the county. He had done 
it, and was determined to doit still. 

Mr. Wood, after some desultory discussion, 
recommended that before the report was adopt- 
ed a committee should wait upon the Jailer and 
see if he would agree to take the prisoners at 
20 cents per day. 1 

In accordance with a motion Bradley. a 
committee Of three was appointed for this pur- 


pose. 

After an absence of afew minutes the Com- 
mittee returned, and stated that Sheriff Hoff- 
mann would take the class of prisoners now 
sent to the Bridewell at 20 cents per day. 

The report was then adopted unanimously. 

Bills amounting to $3,681 were repor by 
the Committee on Public Charities, and that on 
Jail and Jail Accounts reported bills netting 
$1,464; ordered to be paid. 

THE HOSPITAL. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, when called upon, said the 
Special Committee appointed to investigate the 
management of the County-Hospital were not 
ready to report. 

Thereupon Mr. Senne, who had vacated the 
chair in favor of Mr. Wheeler, moved that, inas- 
much as the Committee had examined a large 
number of witnesses and submitted no report, 
the Committee be discharged. The Commis- 
sioner considered that that Committee had 
found nothing to substantiate the serious 
charges against the Warden. 

Fitzgerald denounced this “clap-trap at- 
tempt to squelch the efforts of the Commit- 
tee, and hoped such a motion would go over un- 
der the rules. The Committee had not heard 
all the evidence yet, and consequently couldn't 
make up their mind on the matter.

THE CATTLE-PLAGUE. 
An Active Campaign | of Extirpation in New 
ennsylvania— 


phia by the Agricultural Health Officers of the 
three States of New York, New Jersey, and 
Pennsylvania, at the request of Mr. Edge, the 
recently appointed of the latter State.

and it is proposed that tne three States shall 
work in concert in the campaign against the 
dreadful malady which is prevalent among the 


cattle of this region. 

It is the opinion of Gen. Patrick that the 
sick cattle on the steamship Ontario, which 
created so much alarm in Engiand in January 
last, and whose arrival at Liverpool drew forth 
the British Orders in Council, were not infected 
with contagious pleuro-pneumonia. Neverthe- 
less, the contagious type of the disease has 
really been prevalent in a certain regiou of the 
United States for thirty-six years, and is now 
raging violently, and there is every reason in the 
world for the active campaign now in progress 
for the suppression of the disease. It is not 


believed that the public are aware of the 
serious nature of the contagion which is now 
devastating the herds of cattle in this part of 
the country. The latest information received 
by Gen. Patrick, Col. Sterling, and the 
Department of Agriculture at Wasb- 
ington shows that contagious pleuro- 
pneumonia prevails from Fairfield County in 
Connecticut, Suffolk County on Long Island, 
and Westchester County on the main land, 
through all the Atlantic Coast States as far 
south as North Carolina, at least. It exists in 
Connecticut, New Tork, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware, Maryland, and Virginia. How 
much farther South it goes no one yet knows. 
As it exists in a yirulent form at Lynchburg, 
Va., and south thereof in Halifax County on 
the border of North Carolina, it is feared that it 
may have crossed the border, and that imspec- 
tion would reveal its existence in North Caro- 
lina, too. Prof. Law, while at Washington re- 
cently, was supplied with a list of twenty-five 
dairies in Fairfax County, Va., glone, at each of 
which dairies from three to fourteen cattle had 
died with contagious pieuro-pneumonia within 
the past year. 

This is a serious state of affairs, for these 
seven States contain more than 6,000,000 head 
of cattle, and they are the States which distrib- 
ute fine stock, Jerseys, Ayrshires, ete., to the 


rest of the wiry 

In this State, where the disease was intro- 
duced in 1848 and has ever since, there 
have been killed by order of Gen. Patrick, on 
Long Island and in and around New York City, 
about 145 cattle so badly off with the contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia t their . bodies had to be 
destroyed and theif hiaes cut to pieces with 
knives so that they should not be carried off 
and thus spread the contagion. About 175 nead 
of cattle have been killed by order, in order to 
save them for beef. They were slichtly infect- 
ed. About 1,500 more have been killed by their 
owners because they had been exposed to infec- 
beg hg it was thought prudent to kill them 
or , 

When Gen, Patrick began operations early in 
February, as many as eighteen or twenty head 
were killed every week. ‘he contagion has been 
so energetically dealt with that until lately the 
number killed per week bas been only two or 
three. Just now it is about ten a week. Six or 
seven counties in this vicinity have been placed 
under what is almost martial jaw,—the removal 
of cattle from one to the other having been ex- 
pressly forbidden, unless the cattle had first 
been inspected and received a special permit. 
Premises have been disinfected, and an active 
inspection of herds and stables has been vrac- 
ticed, in order to bring to light any cases of dis- 
ease in quarters not previously suspected. These 
measures bave been effective, and much progress 
has been made toward extirpating the disease. To 
show how persistent and virulent is the conta- 
gion, however, and bow —4 Ae — de spread, 
it may be stated that within past week there 
has been a fresh outbreak in Suffolk County 
Island, where it had once been ex- 
tirpat A drove of calves, taken Into that 
county last January, carried the plague with 
them, and the new outbreak has taken place 
where these calves have been. There is also new 
trouble in Westchester County, and at Green- 
wich in Connecticat. 

In New Jersey the veterinary staff of Col. 
Sterling has found the contagious pleuro-pneu- 
monia in the Counties of Bergen, Hudson; Mor- 
ris, and Mercer, and elsewhere. Up to date 
they have inspected 2,500 head of cattle. By 
order of Col. Sterling, sixty-seven herds have 
been a ge containing 471 head of 
stock, 178 of which were sick. Four- 
teen head have deen killed. The con- 

ion has existed in New Jersey since 

9, and bas at all times been virulent. Mr. 
Thomas Richardson once lost $10,000 worth of 
valuable cattle in consequence of this disease. 
Althougu the annual losses in New Jersey have 
been large, there has been no organized effort 
to suppress the disease until this spring, and 
the result is, that Col. Sterling now bas a work 
of great gravitv on his hands in the extirpation 
of the contagion from his State. 

In the other four States little or nothing has 

et deen done. In Delaware, Maryland, and 

irginia nothing at ali has been done, because 
those States have no laws concerning contagious 
diseases among cattie, and very little money in 
the public treasury to carry laws with, even 
if they had them. The great stock-raising 
States of the country are today com- 
pietely at the mercy of the owners 
of sick cattle in Delaware, Maryland, and 
Virginia, and of conscienceless small dealers 
who would not hesitate a moment to carry a 
sick herd westward and infect a new region, if 
they could make a few dollars’ profit from the 
transaction. There are beyond the Alleghenies 
about 35,000,000 head of cattie. The security of 
this property is absolutely dependent to-day on 
what is being done iu six or seven Coast States

FREE SILVER COINAGE. 
The Silver bill, which passed the House on 


Saturday, amends those sections of the 


Revised Statutes which relate to the coins of 
the United States, and restores them nearly 
to what the law was before the act of 1873 
de silver. While it leaves the 
gold dollar a unit, it restores the silver dollar 
as a unit. It was intended to establish free 
ooinage of silver dollars. but this was some- 
what qualified in the bill as it passed. It is 
provided in this bill that any person may de- 
posit silver bullion at the mint and have the 
same eoined into silver dollars, but the mint 
charges for converting the bullion into 
coin shall be the difference between 
the market value of the byllion and the 
legal-tender value of the coin. The 
bill further provides the ‘Treasury 
of the United States receive on deposit 
gold or silver coin or bullion in sums not 
less than $20, and to issue certificates there- 
for in denominations not less than $5; the 
coin on bullion deposited to femain in the 
Treasury for the redemption of the certifi- 
cates on demand; the certificates represent- 
ing coin shall be received at par for all dues 
to the United States. When certificates aré 
paid into the Treasury, the coin on deposit 
for its redemption shall then be used as 
other money. The coinage of 2,000,000 of 
silver dollars per month by the Treasury to 
continue, as now, Whenever the bullion is 
not deposited for coinage under this bill. 
This is the substance of the bill passed. 
Tux Tao has already pointed out the 
improbability that this bill will become a 
law. It will have to pass the Senate, which 
is understood to be hostile to it; and, even if 
it could command a majority. of that body 
at this session, the well-known opposition of 
the precludes the possibility of 
such a becoming a law. Tue Tano 
has further suggested thet the passage of the 
law at this time is not urgent. The cause of 
silver is doing admirably. The attention of 
mankind has been directed to the disastrous 
consequences of attempting to demonetize 
it, and a strong effort is now making to have 
its value permanently fixed by international 
agreement. While measures to that end are 
pending, we bave thonght further legislation

and cheap property. In the proportion that 
the metallic money of the nation is enlarged 
and is made abundant, then the value of all 
forms of property increases; the greater the 


the value of all forms of property 
in which that money can be invested. 
Unrestricted supply of metallic money tends 
to inerease the values of all kinds of prop- 
erty ; restricted and reduced supply of metal - 
lie money shrivels and destroys the values 
of other property in proportion to its 
scarcity. Ina contest between scarce and 
therefore dear gold and cheap property, and 
abundant metallic money and property of 
enlarged value,—and it is this struggle which 
has so disastrously afflicted the industry and 
commerce of the world,—the interests and 
the welfare of mankind demand the largest 
supply and coinage of the two great metals 
which have always furnished the world with 
money.

It has pleased the New York Hoening Post 
to make light of some of the rural Western 
papers because they pay so much attention 
to “society gossip and fashion notes.”

This was illustrated last year, when, 
during May and à portion of June, there 
were apprehensions that the crops would be 
drowned out and the country would go to 
grass.” The result of the harvest, however, 
showed a yieid of small grains as much above 
the average as the rains of April and May 
were in excess of the average of the several 
previous years, It is true that a blight 
resulting from the excessive heat of two 
or three days in the middle of July 
did destroy a large part of the 
wheat-crop of Minnesota, Wisconsin, and 
Northern Iowa, but this was only a local ex- 
ception to the rule, The fact that in the 
year to July 1, 1879, we will have exported 
about 150,000,000 bushels of wheat, against 
92,000,000 the previous year and 76,000,000 
the ‘year previous, shows the result of the 
abundant rains of April and May, 1878, 

The present spring is generally acknowl- 
edged to be a dry one, and yet very few per- 
sons understand how much dryer it has been 
than the average of several years past. 

Among the duties of the United States 
Signal Service is that of ‘keeping a daily rec- 
ord of every rainfall—if it is sufficient to be 
measured—at each of its numerous stations. 
In the country west of Lake Michigan 
and north of the latitude of Chicago and 
Nebraska and Dakota—ihus embracing 
the entire spring-wheat region of the North- 
west—there are about a dozen of these sta- 
tious. From these, monthly reports of 
meteorological phenomena are made up and 
forwarded to Washington, where they are 
made the basis for monthly reports for the 
whole region of observation. The monthly 
reports from Washington show the rainfall 
this spring as compared to that of last year, 
and also as compared to the average of 
several previous years,” as follows,—the 
quantity being stated in inches and hun- 
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Upper-Lake region.......1.56 
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Upper- Missouri Valley. . 1. 48 
Minnes ca 68 
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These figures show, that in the four wheat- 
raising regions above named the amount of 
rain that fell in March and April of 1879 was 
just one-third as much as fell in the same 
months of 1878, and only just about 60 per 
cent as much as the average rainfall of March 
and April during several previous years. 

The report for May covering the entire 
Northwest has not yet been received from 
Washington ; but the records of the signal 
station at Chicago, which give the rainfall 
for the first twenty-five days of May, may be 
accepted as an index of the ‘general rule 
throughout the Northwest. This would in- 
dicate that the rainfall of May, 1879, was 
only about one-fourth as much as the average 
rainfall of May in several previous years, 
and only about one-fifth as much as that of 
May, 1878. 

If we could depend upon_the rule that 
‘* eopious spring rains produce abundant 
crops,” and vice versa, we should, upon the 
basis of the above figures, predict a light 
yield per acre of small grains in the North- 
west this year. But there has been an in- 
crease of rain all over the Northwest in the 
last few days, and it remains to be seen how 
far these may recuperate the growing crops 
which had already been damaged by drought; 
and, moreover, predicting is hazardous (ex- 
cept after the event), and in this case the

The Poor Laboring Man Buying Many 
Bonds—for the Banks. 
| Speciat Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Sr. Paul., Minn., May 26.—To-cay witnessed 
a big run in the Post-Office bere for the pur- 
chase of the $10 United States refanding certifi- 
cates, At an early nour in the morning a large 
crowd assembled and besieged the doors, and 
when the sale began fully 8,000 purchasers were 
eager to buy. All classes were represented in 
the crowd, but bank employes and parties espe- 
cially employed by capitalists outnumbered all 
others. The sale lasted two hours, and 
$40,000 worth of certificates were disposed of, 
the banks being largely the purchasers. They 
had agents in all classes to buy, and gave 50 
cents to each successful applicant for $100 ob- 
tained by him. Even laborers were employed 
to do service for the banks, and the whole busi- 
ness was transacted amid considerable ex- 
citement. A squad of police was de- 
tailed to preserve order. The above sale 
had been g@mdvertised for several days, 
and caused the gathering of the motley crowd, 
which disturped and prevented the usual deliy- 
ery of the mails. The First National Bank, Daw- 


son & Co., and the Second National Bank are 


reported to have been the most successful buyers, 
the first-named bank having been fortunate 
enough to secure as much as $4,500, and the 
last-named coming out with fully 62,300.

I have had the honor of being received by the 


future rulerof Bulgaria. In the politest and 
most amicable manner Prince Battenberg—for 
% we must still for the present call him—ex- 
cused himself for not having been able to grant 
my request for an interview on the first day 
alter his arrival in Darmstadt, owing to the ex- 


traordinary claims made uvon his time. In- 


deed, at first glance I could perceive that, along 
with the new dignity of Prince, the labors of 
government had already come upon the sov- 
ereign-elect of Bulgaria. ‘The Prince’s drawing- 
room was not unlike an office, for everywhere 
large masses of correspondence, apparently con- 
gratulations, requests for posts in the new 
Principality, and so on, were lying about. The 
Prince freely confeseed that it had not hitherto 
been possibie for him to look at these masses of 
paper, and, considering the quantity of the ma- 
terial, that appeared very intelligible. “Your 
Highness,” I said to the Prince, after I had con- 
gratuiated him on his election, “for more than 
year past I have felt pretty well convinced 
at you, and none other, W be called to oc- 
cupy the throne of Buigaria. Idoubt not that 
you yourself have long since deen perfectly 
elear in your own mind upon whom the choice 
of the Bulgarians would fall.“ 
„There,“ replied the Prince, you are very 
greatly in error. In the first piace, I have never 
canvassed for the Buigarian Crown; and, sec- 
ondly, up to the lass moment, I was greatly in 
doubt as to whether the choice would fall upon 


me, and I was especially surprised to find that I 


bad been elected unanimously. When I made 
the — compaign along with the 5 
army it was only vague newspaper reports that 
reached my ear. They spoke of my 
candidature, but it was only later that 
I bad a sem conversation on the 
subject. I have not, even up to the present 
moment, accepted the election; but I believe 
confidently that nothing will oecur of a nature 
which will induce me to decline it.“ I then iv- 
quired of the Prince whether the Bulgarian dep- 
utation which bad been announced from Tirnova 
would be received by him bere in Darmstadt, 
and Whether he would immediately afterward 
leave for Bulgaria. Hereupon the Prince ues 
to the following effect: Ihe Emperor of 8 
sia has caused to be made known to me his de- 
sire to have an interview with me in Livadia be- 
ture my departure for Bulgaria. I consider my- 
self under the necessity of acceding to this wish, 
—in the first place because 1 entertain a very 
deep personal veneration for the Emperor Alex- 
ander, and in the next place because the Czar is 
to be edas the creator of the new State 
of Bulgaria, for without bim it would most cer- 
tainly never have been established. I shall ac- 
cordingly leave to-morrow for Livadia. I have 
velegraphed to Tirnova requesting the deputa- 
tion to defer their departure in the meantime. 
From Livadia I shall come back again to Ger- 
many, and then inform the deputation when 
and where Jean receive them. Whether that 
will be in Berlin or Darmstadt I do not myself 
yet know.” 

I believe I may assume,“ I then observed to 
the Prince, “that your Highness intends to 
accept the Government of Bu only on 
Ane down in the Treaty of Ber-

„Inasmuch,“ replied Prince Battenberg, as 
I can ascond the Buigarian throne only with the 
assent of the Powers, it appears to me a matter 
of course that I must accept the peace agreed 
upon by the Powers fully and without reserva- 
tion. likewise consider it as imperative, in 
the interest of Bulgaria itself, to employ all our 
strength upon its internal consolidation.”

CURIOUS STORIES OF SMUGGLING. 
Leisure Hours 


Perhaps the oddest phase of smuggling (for 
smuggling it really was) was patent in a 
tice which prevailed for several years in r, 
and was carried on openly in full view of the 
preventives and all the inhabitants of the town. 
About 1819-’20 the fashion came up of wearing 
Leghorn bonnets of exorbitant dimensions. 
They were huge straw plaits, nearly circular, 
and averaging about a yard in diameter; they 
sold in England at two to three or more 
guineas each, according to their quality, and 
nearly half their cost was the duty paid on im- 
porting them.

The Untimely End of Capt. Hoel-- 
Some Facts and Theo- 


Was It Really an Accidental Shot That 
Killed the Infuriated Hus 
band? 


A Resume of tho Tragedy-—Jaterview with Dr. 
Rough—-His Testimony Before 
prc 


Dispatch to Cincinnatt Enquirer. 

WAYNESVILLE, O., May 24.—This morning the 
general belief was that the unfortunate Capt. 
Hoel, in attempting to revenge the desecration 
of his home-circle, had accidentally killed him- 
self. To-night the number of those who believe 
that the weapon from which the fatal bullet was 
sped was not in the Captain's hands at the time, 
is large and constantly on the increase. How 
this change in opinion was wrought the circum- 
stances detaiied below will best illustrate. 

PURSUING THE INVESTIGATION. 

Yesterday evening Mr. Samuel Hunt (Mrs. 
Hoel’s brother) arrived at the villa. This morn- 
ing her father, Dr. 8. P. Hunt, of Richmond, 
Ind., also arrived; and later in the day Mr. 8. 
Marsh and Mr. Ed Marsh, the brother-in-law 
and nephew of the deceased, came in from San- 
dusky. The two tormer immediately on their 
arrival proceeded to hush up matters to the best 
of their ability, while the two latter announced 
their determination of having @ thorough inves- 
tigation into. the matter. 

‘Squire Manningten, wii is holding the in- 
quest, called at the residence of Dr. J. B. Hough 
in the morning and proceeded to take his dep- 
osition. Right here it may be stated that Dr. 
Hough’s injuries are only of a superficial na- 
ture, and, though troublesome, not at all 
dangerous. It was first thought that the first 
shot fired by Capt. Hoel had lodged in Houch's 
head, but an examination revealed the fact that 
the wound in his head was ouly a bruise. In 
addition to this there are two cuts on the left 


side of his mouth, penetrating clear through the 
flesh; two teeth are gone and his head some- 


what bruised, which is the extent of his injuries. 
DR. HOUGH’S TESTIMONY. 

Dr. Rough was examined by Squire Manning- 
ton to-day, and being duly sworn, said: ‘‘ I was 
visiting at Mr. Martin's, this side of Hoel’s. I 
concluded I would go on to Worderman’s to get 
a package of medicine that had been forgotten 
there a day or two before. As I returned from 
Worderman’s house, through Capt. Hoel’s yard, 
the colored girl, Norah, called me to give her 
some medicine. I gave her the medicine, and 
afterward Mrs. Hoel asked me for more for ber- 
self. She (Mrs. Hoel) had been under treatment 
for chronic ailment for a month or more pre- 
viously. Sometimes she got the medicine at our 
office, sometimes I was asked to come to the 
house. After I had given her the medicine I 
started to go. She conducted me through the 
parlor, asked me if I was in a hurry, and if I 
would not sit down. Isat down on one chair 
and she on another about six or eight feet 
distant. Weconversed for a few moments on 
casual matters, 1 have forgotten what, 
and almost immediately there was a slight 
noise at the door, afew feet from us. I said, 
‘IT shought Capt. Hoel was going to the city 
this morning.’ She replied, ‘He did; he weut 
on the 4 o’clock train.“ 
‘You are mistaken, he is in bis room.’ She re- 
plied, ‘No,—I have passed through his room 
several times this morumg. I guess it is Norah 
eleaning in there,“ The same noise was re- 
peated; then I noticed that the door was almost 
open. Almost immediately Capt. Hoel stood in 
the doorway with a revolver in his hand pointed 
toward me. As nearly as 1 can remember he 
said: ‘Now, G—d d—n you, get out of here! 
When I want you to treat my wife any further 
I will let you know.’ I don't know what reply 
I made to him, but almost immediately he fired 
over and to the left of me. I was sitting until 
then, and Mrs. Hoel was sitting six or eight feet 
from me. I reached down to take my hat, I 
think it was, which was beside’ me on the floor. 
I said: Captain, you are mistaken; there is 
noth worse than you have seen.’ He then 
orde Font, and snapped his revolver once 
or twice. mediately he turned bis revolver, 
and, taking it by the barrel, began beating me 
over my bead and face. The blows stunned me 
so my ideas were not very clear after this time. 
I remember of hearing his revolver go off, and 
his saying, I am snot.’ He put his hand to bis 
breast, and staggered back ajainst the door- 
frame. I turned round ts speak to Mrs. Hoel, 
who bad left her char, and who I supposed was 
in the room; but | saw that she bad passed on 
to the porch some twenty feet distant. I start- 
ed to her, and told her I thought Capt. Hoel 
was shot by hisown pistol. I then called to Mr. 
Worderman, who was approaching, a little dis- 
tance off, and we all went back into the parlor. 
Capt. Hoel, by that time, was fying on his face, 
and the servant, who bad been ali the time 
since the door opeved standing in his room, was 
then standing in the door. We turned him 
over, opened his vest, and discovered a bullet- 
hole about the region of the heart. He was 
evidently dying; but not yet dead. I told 
them I would burry to town ahd send them as- 
Sistance, and give myself up to the officers; all 
of which I did as well as my stunned condition 
would permit. I wish to add, further, that there 
was not, at that visit nor at any previous one, 
any uniewful or improper intimacy between 
Mrs. Hoe! and myself. Any jealousy that Capt. 
Hvel may have had was entirely groundless so 
far as the conduct of Mrs. Hoel and myself was 
concerned. Mrs. Hoel had stated to me that 
the Captain had been babitually jealous of her 
in regard to many persons and circumstances. I 
bad told her that we must be. careful or he 
would be jealous of me, and that I preferred to 
not treat ber for any trouble without bis knowl- 
edge and consent. The statement of a witness 
that 1 bad staved at Capt. Hoel’s five or six 
hours at atime is not true, and the only day in 
which I made two visits Capt. Hoel was at 
home. I stayed at Worderman’s, in one or 
more instances, as long as three hours or there- 
abouts. 

. —“ What resistance did you make, if any, 
with Capt. Hoel?’’ A.— None whatever. There 
was no struggle between us at any time. I 
don’t know what was the reason. unless it was 
beceuse I was compietely surprised. 

—“ Was there any difficuity between you 
and Capt. Hoel before this occurrence?’ A.— 
“There mever was. I never had any enmity 
toward the Captam, and don’t knew of any 
reason why he should toward me.” 
THE POST-MORTEM. 

After taking the deposition of Dr. Hough. 
Squire Mannington called on Drs. Furness and 
Lukens for the resuit of the post-mortem ex- 
amination they bad made of the body of Capt. 
Hoel. Stripped cf technical verbiage, it states 
that the examining physicians found that ceath 
resulted from a bullet wound in the breast, 
which had cut through the ventricles of the 
heart, causing almost instant death. 

They described the course taken by the bul- 
Jet,—a large onc,—which entered the right 
breast about an inch and a quarter from the nip- 

le, and near the sternum, and took au oblique 

irection inward, downward, and toward the 
jet side, passing and plowing a furrow as large 
as itself in the posterior portion of the hea 
and, by cutting both ventricles, causing almos 
instantaneous death by the complete emptying 
of blood from the beart into the thorax at the 
first pulsation. 

Tue examincrs also stated in their report that 
they bad found two contusions, evidently made 
by something blunt, on the right temple, several 


the right band, and the palm of the left hand 
lacerated, as if something hard had been 
wreuched forcibly from tt. ‘The report of the 
post-mortem completed the work of the investi- 
gation for the present, thouah Squire Man- 
nington announces bis determination of holding

If he had not, the question arises 
how the Captain received the contusions on the 
forehead and the leceratel hands. But the 
colored girl says there was a struggle, and she 
had tried to prevent it. Again: the Doctor says 
the girl stood in the doorway all the time; and 
Wordeman, the hired man, in his testimony, says 
she rang the bell for him to come to the house.

DR. ROUGH. 


The Doctor is a native of Pennsylvania. He 
at one time practiced at Ridgeville, in this 
county, and afterwards in Cincinnati, coming 
here to Waynesville about.a year ago.

during the ceremony,—knowing how short, at 
the best, his own spell of immortality is to be, 
and how soon some happy rival will be pro- 
nouncing a similar, and perhaps less glowing, 
eulogy of himself. 

It is not very long since M. de Sacy, the emi- 
nent writer, and M. St. Reue-Taillaudier, the 
well-known Professor, were taken to the bosom 
of their fathers,—leaving two seats at the Iu- 
stitute to be fought for.

Chinese Socialism—Russian Nihilism—French 
Communism—American Strikes and Uto-

The apathy 
that is so characteristic. of the Chinese mind 
was aroused to a pitch which  threat- 
ened the life of the Government, 
and kept the general mind in a state of great 
excitement. The so-called reforming party 
asked for a total renovation of the social system, 
-a kind of Communism. The Chinese Govern- 
ment, more charitable than modern nations, 
gave the leaders permission to put their Utopian 
scheme into practice on a scale commensurate 
with the resources of the ü 

The leader of the movement was Waug-gan- 
che. He was a man of great capacity, and of 
pure life, but was inordinately ambitious, and 
egotistical beyond measure. It took him years 
to educate the public mind and to gain adher- 
ents. The Emperor, Chen-tsoung, entered into 
the scheme, and gave him all the power neces- 
sary to make a social regeneration. The gifts 
of the Kingdom were under his control. 

Wang-gan-che, asa reformer, was someth 
like Dennis Kearney, and promised the peop 
infallible happiness. To secure this, he, like 
Kearney, wished an equitabie distribution of the 
rusources of the Empire, whereby each one 
should be afforded the greatest possible amourt 
of material enjoyment. it was his theory that 
the Government must love the people, and pro- 


2 the working class from what Dennis 
earney calls moneyed monopolies. This 
Chinese. regenerator commenced. 
tions. Tribunals were established 
the Empire whose duty it was to fix the price 
of provisions and merebaudise. Taxes were im- 
ed tor a number ot years, to be paid solely 
y the rich, and the tribunals were the ones to 
decide who was rich and who was poor. The 
revenue thus collected went into the Treasury 
of the State, to be distributed to aged paupers, 
to workmen out of employment, and to all 
those who might be needy, even to tramps.

Winding Up an Unsuccessful Meat- 
Preserving Company. 
A Row About the National stock. 


Yards---Judgments and 
New Suits, 


A bill was filed yesterday by Donald Meln- 


tyre, in his own behalf and for the other share- 
holders of the Chicago Meat-Preserving Com- 
pany, to wind up the affairs of that corporation. 
The Company was organized some time ago, 
with a capital of $70,000, The fixtures and ma- 
chinery of the Company are valued at $15,000, 
and the unfinished stock on hand is worth 64. 
000, besides which there are some outstanding 
accounts. The business since January last has 
been conducted at a constant loss, and for the 
last four weeke the Vompany has stopped 
manufacturing. Its capital invested ig wholly 
insufficient to enable it to go on with 
profit, and the stockholders decline 
to make any further advances. 
The Company owes William C. Ashwell, its 
Vice-President, about $30,000, which is secured 
by notes and chattel mortgage on all its prop- 
erty. Some of the notes are past due, and 
Ashwell threatens to foreclose. The Company 
cannot pay the mortgage, and is without credit, 
so it can only get temporary accommodations 
on the individual security of its officers. Owing 
to these causes it wili be ruinous to the stock- 
holders to have the Company goon. Its cur- 
rent monthly expenses are about $1,500, and 
when the rest of the stock on hand is sold 
there will be no funds to meet these 
expenses, while its indeotedness will constantly 
increase and its assets decrease. There are 
some suits pending against the Company 
for infringements of patents which make 
its credit still worse, and there is no hope that 
it will ever be able to recover. At a meeting of 
the Directors the 220 inst. a resolution was | 
adopted giving the President of the Company 
authority tosell its stock and fixtures at the 
best prices possible, giving notice first to all the 
stockholders to collect its accounts and pay its 
debts. The complainant thinks this could be 
more effectually done under the authority of a | 
Court, and he claims that if the assets be sold 
soon the debts could be paid, including the 
mortgage, and still have a balance to 
be divided among the stockholders. 
He therefore asks that a Receiver 
may be appointed, and the Company’s affairs 
wound up under the direction of the Court. An 
application was at once made to Judge Will- 
iams, and George M. Bogue was appointed Re- 
ceiver under a bond for $25,000, with John E. 
Walsh and H. N. Uibbard as sureties. 
THE NATIONAL STOCK-YARDS COMPANY.

| AROUND THE WORLD. | 


Gen. Grant's Tour in Hindostan-« 
A New Genghis Khan. 
How the Servant Question Is Solved 
in India--The Ring and 
the Shawl. 


Correspandence Vew York Herald. 

Aon, March 3.—We were told in Bombay 
that travel in India was impossible without serv- 
ants,—that servants only knew the language and 
eustoms of the country, and that to venture 
into India without them would be an inexcusa- 
ble flying in the face of Providence. From the 
moment of our arrival at Malabar Point our 
bungalows were surrounded with applicants for 
service. The first Hindoo who met us on the 
Venetia was a youth in flowing white robes, 
whose fate it was to become thé Colonel’s serv- 
ant, atid to be named Genghis Khan. The serv- 
ants had papers,—certificates from travelers, 
written in varied notes of recommendation. 
When the servant problem was submitted to the 
General, it was not received with enthusiasm. 


One of the pleasures of his trip thus far had 


been that he had not been troubled with a 
servant telling him what to do and where to 
go. “The Marquis” had retired from his 
service in Paris. Our noble friend had never 
been in India, and those accomplishments which 
made him the idol of many a tab’e @hote would 
have been lost on the maharajahs. So the 
Marquis said good-by, and we set out on our 
journey around the world with no one to assist 
us. Moreover, the General has a habit, which, 
I suppose, is a remnant of army life, of travel- 
ing swiftly and traveling in light marching or- 
der, and the Marquis had never shared this 
sentiment. The peculiar sphere of the Marquis 
was in command of trunks, and, like all great 
minds, he felt that the higher the command the 
more ne was in honor. Three or four tranks 
less was in his mind what the reduction of three 
or four divisions would have been to Gen. Grant 
in the army which invested Richmond. One of 
the earliest examples of our freedom from the 
thralldom of the Marquis was an intimation 
that our baggage might be all reduced. The in- 
timation was obeyed by all but the Doctor, who 
had an absolute necessity for everything he car- 
ried, and went through India in heavy marching 
order. 
HOW WE ENGAGED SERVANTS. 

The servant question, as I have said, when 
presented to the General, did not meet with 
enthusiasm. But there was a burden of evi- 
dence in its favor that could not be resisted:

servants we might find ourselves in the mid- 
dle of an lodian wilderness, with no possibile 
means of advaucing untii we had acquired the 
Hindostan language, there was no other argu- 
ment required.

My experiences 
with a Hindoo servant were novel. As soon as 
Kassim was engaged he took possession of me. 
I passed into obscurity. I had no care about 
myself. Kassim floats around, always taik- 
ing in a chattering, beedless fashion, 
and is a nerrous, anxious being who 
should have studied astronomy. There is 
nothing vivid in Kassim's conversationai powers, 
but after patient listening you sometimes dis- 
cern an idea. One of bis priocipal themes is 
the worthlessness of Hindooservantsin general. 
and his gratitude that he is au exception to the 
rule. He would always, he said, see that his 
master had the best that was in circulation,— 
the best tent, the best orange in the basket, the 
pt Br in the car. All this was kindly meant 
in m, but he lacked enterprise, and suffered 
from the 1 vf Peter and the en- 
terprise of Genghis Khan. 
SERVANTS’ WAGES IN INDIA. 


We pay our servants a rupee a day, about 40 
cents in American m@ncy. We allow them a 
half rupee a day for subsistence. They travel 
third class. You have no trouble about them 
beyond this. The few thi they can do they 
do well, They are attentive, patient, and, I 
hope, honest. They have no enterprise. You 
can never depend upon a general direction, If 
you want a thing done every day vou must — 
the order every day for a month at least. They 
have no idea of time or prompitude. You can- 
not hurry them. Their mind is not capable of 
taking in two ideas at once. They do a great 
deal of unnecessary work, especially if it is work 
at which they can sit dowu. The Hindoo’s idea 
of happiness is to be able to sit on bis haunches, 
bis legs crossed under him, and chatter or med- 
itate. Kasajim’s favorite occupation is the pack- 
ing and unpacking of my portmanteau. It is 
not much of a portmanteau, but the amount of 
packing it has undergone would try the patience 
of the stoutest-hearted trunk. Whenever I 
come into my room or tent 1 am apt to und 
Kassim crouched over the portmanteau pack- 
ing. He has an aversion to papers and any 
form of manuscript. It is with the utmost dif- 
ficuiuty that I can prevent his destroying letters 
und manuscripte; and I am sure, if | want any 
special bit of writing, to find it at the bottom of 
bis canvas bag, among the shoe-brushes and the 
blacking. Another of his apprehensions is, 
that we shall go into the jungle and shoot 
tigers. When we engaged Kassim be vol- 
unteered the information that he could do every- 
thing in the world. that could be expected from 
a Hindoo, and especialiy shoot tigers. But, 
when he heard our light conversation with Mr. 
Borie upon his resolution to kil! tigers, Kassim 
looged at the matter from a grave and anxious 
point of view, and warned me in private of the 
perils of the jungle, and especially of the peril 
that Mr. Borie would be sure to invite if he per- 
sisted in his purpose.

SHOPPING AS A FINE ART. 

So, if Mr. Borie were to succeed in planting 
his sound business principles of ready cash and 
fixed prices ix. India, it would destroy the poetry 
of trade. To the native mind the charm of 
trade is dickeri lt amuses him and brings 
all his faculties into play, and is also an amuse- 
ment to the crowd who come aud sit around on 
their haunches and watch the proceed! as at 
home a mob would watch a bexing-match. Hav- 
ing taken your estimate the battle begins wari- 
ly, for the Hindoo is an ingenious, nimble crea- 
ture, ana will not loge his trout at the first nibble. 
If you are skilled in Indian bartering the mo- 
ment a price is named your true tone is one of 
astonishment, anger, grief; and, if you havea 
cane, raise it, as th your indignation was 
roused to such a pitch that it was with difficulty 
thatryou could de persuaded from taking sum- 
vengeance on a peddler who would 
presume to insult you understandingly 
by ga a price for garnets or 
shawls. ben @ trade opens in this 
way the sport is sure to be fine and the pazars 
are hopeful of a good day. But none of us were 
up to this, and our pure began in a slow, 
plaintive way, until Kassim was called in as 
interpreter, and then the trade took a pvetic 
turn. Kassim’s cue was despair, and from 
despair to anger. He began with a remonstrance 
to the dealers upon the sin and madness of such 
acharge. Then he appealed to their religion. 
Takitig out a silver rupee and pointing to the 
head of the Queen and the Imperial superscrip- 
tion, he asked the dedler whether he would 
ewear that his wares were worth what was 
asked. This suggestion led to loud clamors, 
in which buth partics took the voices ris- 
ing higher and higher, and the « ators com- 
ing in to swell the chorus, until all that was left 
was to sit in patience until the chorus ended. 
1 never saw any trader swear on the rupee. 
I am told that there ie some spell at- 
tached to the oath on the rupee; that a false 
oath would be perjury; and the native avoids 
the vow. All you. can do is to sit and 
look on. You may jog your servant and tell 
him you are in a hurry and ask bim to bring the 
negotiation to a close; you may even express a 
desire, if time is an object, to pay all that is 
asked. It makes no difference. You are in the 
waves of the negotiation, and they bear you 
sluggishly on andon. The laws of the trade 
cannot be broken. ‘There is so much comfort in 
the whole businéss—to your Hmdoo interpreter, 
who is at home in his bazar; to the merchant, 


„Who has his hook in your gills, and is simply 


testing your pulling power; and also to the 
crowd around—that you in time become a spec- 
tator yourself, and enter into the amusement of 
the transaction and wateb it as acurious phase 
of Indian manners. As a matter of observation 
the merchant seems toreally ask about 30 per 
cent more than be will take eventually. I have 
seen a good many abatements in the course of 
those small trades, but rarely more than 30 per 
cent. 
ABSENCE OF SOUND BUSINESS PRINCIPLES. 


Mr. Borie’s well-ordered mercantile mind was 
so disturbed by these violations of sound busi- 
ness maxims in his purchases of bangles, gar- 
nets, jewels, cloths, laces, and shawis, that it 
was with a sense of relief that he discovered in 
Delhi one honest merchant, who lived on the 
main street, and who bid us welcome to his 
bazar with the assurance that he always charged 
one price, and had sold rampose chuddahs to 
Lora Lytton and the Prince of Wales. The 
honest merchant whom Mr. Borie discovered 
lived in a second story up a narrow pair of stone 
steps, which you had to reach through a court- 
yard. Signals of our nes had been sent, for 
we found the establishment In a fluttering state, 
Hindoos in various stages of delight meeting us 
as we came. The proprictor was a smooth- 
faced Brahmin in a blue, flowing robe, with a 
bland, smiling face, who spoke English enough 
for us not to understand bim. By dint of 
pantomime, and now and then a noun asserting 
itself, and the aid of one or twoclerks who 
knew English, we managed to open negotia- 
tions. The merchant sat on a cushion on the 
floor,—not resigned to fate in Moslem fashion, 
leaving all things in the hands of Providence, 
knowing that what would be would be, and that 
it was not for mere men to try and change the 
decrees of Allah,—but eager, receptive, and con- 
versed generally upon his honesty. Taking from 
Yi. breast a packet of papers, we found them 

ers trom various exalted people, commend- 

Ink pis merchandise. Some were trom Ameri- 
Fam Mr. Cadwalader, Mr. Seward, and others. 
Theu ge told us be was a very good man, aud 
bad sated money,—some lacs of rapees. All 
this whie servants were br gin stuffs and 
throwing zhem around the floor. Other sery- 
ants brougy in trays laden with sweetmeats, 
among whic] recall à candied mango, which 
was pleasant and new. Then champagne came 
in, and we beg to feel as if we were at a fancy 
ball or some puilic entertainment, and not an 
afternoon visit to a shop. Mr. com- 
mended the therchant for the sound business 
principles he has enunciated, which, he con- 
tinued, were the funtenental elements of all stic- 
cess in business, and Wxhout which there could be 
no real prosperity. Léoking ever the various 
treasures strewn around, he intimated a fear 
that he might not be able to buy them. Then 
the merchant, with captivating tact, offered to 
sell Mr. Borie all the goods he wanted on eredit, 
and if our friend was in need of money he 
would give him ten or twenty thousand rupees 
until he reached Calcutta or New York. To 
‘these courtesies and assurances, Mr. Borie 
listened with beaming eyes, rejoiced to see 
sound business princi in India, and to know 
that bis name was one which even in the 
farthest East was a speli to conjure up rupees. 
THE SHAWL AND THE RING. 

Then the merchant told us of bis family life, 
his wife and children,—sitting on his cushion 
all the time, and looking at us with his smooth, 
bland, smiling face. said that I had beard 
that a rampose chuddah was so soft that you 
eould draw it through a ring, and expressed a 
desire to see the experiment.

Sale of Four Per Cent Certificates—A Shame- 
ful Farce. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. . 

CIAO, May 26.—Thgremarks in your paper 
of yesterday “as to the alleged favoritism 
shown employes of the Post-Office”’ are timely 
and to the point; and the “rumors that the 
emploves have been permitted to invest heavily 
outside land inside} of the regular hours of 
sale 1 believe to be more than true. 

Having afew 5 per cent and6 percent Gov- 
ernment bonds to convert into 4 per cents, 1 
have endeavored to get the 4 per cent certifi- 
cates, and, like mauy otbers, have been disgust- 


ed at the open favoritism shown by the police 
to the friends, wives, and children of the offi- 


cials. 

On Friday last tickets were given to those in 
the line (as a blind, probably, to cover official 
favoritism), and an old geutleman, uearly 70 
years of age, who had s in the line from 
very early morning, had ticket No. 255 given 
him, and was cut off as he reached the door, 
und yet on that day $60,000 were paid out, as re- 
ported in Tus Trisuns. On that same day I 5 
saw several policemen and young girls taten to 
the bead of the line by a policeman with star 
numbered 492 and by Col. Hawley, draw their 
certificates, and leave, while many old people 
who had stood in line from 3 o'clock in the 
morning were cut off. 

Un Saturday I had engaged a couple of poor 
meu, to whom au extra dollar was a real god- 
send, to come early in the mourning. They were 
in the line by 3 o’clock, and were cut off just as 
they had reached the door. On the saine day 
a policeman (without his star) came to me and 
inquired if I wanted to bay certificates. I told 
him I did, and offered his price. In paying, he 
demanded. greenbacks, saying, ‘I can go right 
back and get more.“ aud asked if I would buy. 
Answering favorably, I handed him my card, 
hoping I might meet him and get nis name. 

On . 57 standing on Adams street, I saw 
a dark-complexioned official with a club or cane 
in bis hand pull out of his pocket a roll or sev- 
eral rolis of certificates, amounting, 1 should 
say, to $1,000, and sbow them to another official. 
Any one standing in line or outside of the line 
can sce these things napa | on every day, and 
hundreds of poor men women who are try- 
ing to earn an extra dollar are ruled out.
